ORDER 

New Delhi, 15th March, 1995 

S.O. 199(E). -Whereas the Central Government, after considering the recommendations 
made to It by the Standing Advisory Committee, that there should be change in the existing 
orders, is satisfied that it is necessary so to do in the interest of production of raw jute and jute 
packaging material, and of persons engaged in the production thereof; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of powers conferred by sub-section (i) of section 3 of Jute 
Packaging Materials (Compulsory Use in Packing Commodities) Act, 1987 <10 of 1987) 
and in supersession of the order of the Government of India in the Ministry of Textiles bearing 
S.O. 672(E) dated 31st August, 1990 published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary Part-JI 
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3 (ii)] 


Section 3, Sub-Section (ii) dated the 31st August, 1990, except as respects things done or omitted 
to be done before such supersession, the Central Government hereby directs that, with effect 
from the 15th March, J995 the commodities specified in column (2) of the Schedule below, shall 
be packed in jute packaging material, for supply or distribution, in such minimum percentage 
as specified in corresponding entries in column (3) of the said Schedule.
